Mr.  Livingston1!  Speed?, 

Xa  the  Houf.:  of  ReprefeoUHvei  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  third  reading  of  tUa 
ALIEN  b  ILL. 
Mr.  Livklgfton  f.iid  he  eilecmed  it 
one  of  tlie  tftolt  lertunate  oecurren- 
cies  of  his  life,  that  after  an  inevita- 
ble abience  from  bp-feat  in  that 
houfe,  he  had  arrived  in  time  to  ex 
prefs  his  diflent  to  the  pallage  of  th- 
bill.  It  would  h  ive  been  a  iourfe  oi 
e;ernal  regret  and  the  keeneft  re- 
morfe,  if.  any  private  affairs,  hbwevei 
lirgent,  any  dcmeltic  concerns,  how- 
ever interesting,  had  deprived  him  ot 
the  opportunity  lie  was  tben  about  CO 
ufe,  of  ltati.ig  his  objection;,  and  re- 
cording Ins  v  ;ic  aganilt  an  ad  which 
he  believed  was  in  direct  violation  of 
tlie  conititntien ;  and  marked  wiih 
every  characteriiiic  of  the  molt  odious 
d^fpotil\r.. 

On  my  arrival,  fir,  Mr.  L.  faid,  1 
enquire. I  what  fubject  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  h-mfe;  and  being 
told  it  wai  the  alien  bill,  I  directed 
the  printed  ccpy.to  be  brought  to  me. 
but  ta  my  great  furpriz^e,  feven  ot 
eight  copies  of  different  acts  on  the 
fame  fubject,  were  put  in  my  hind, — 
among  them  it  was  difficult  [To  itrong- 
ly  were  they  marked  by  the  fame  fa- 
mily features)  to  difebver  the  in  ini- 
dual  bill  then  under  difcuflmii. .  This 
circuai.1  m:e  g  ive  me  a  fufpicion  that 
the  principles  of  theraeafure  wereer 

roneous  Tru.h  marches  directly  to 

its  end,  by  a  fingle,  UndjeviaciUg  path 
—  Error  is  rather  undetermined  on  its 
objects,  or  purfues  it  through  a  th.iu- 
ja  ..I  v  i aiding  v< ifA  —  the  multiplicity 
pf  proportions  therefore  to  attain  the 
fame  general  but  doubtful  end.  led 
me  to  f.ifpea  that  neither  the  object 
nor  the  meant  propofed  io  attain  by 

it  were  proper   or  necelf'iry. — !  

Thefe  furmifes  were  continued  by  a 
more  minute  examliiaiJ  I  the  act  — 

received  rule  fa  examine  what  was 
Che  itate  of  thin  [f  when  it  was  paffd, 
and  the  evils  it  wr.  intended  to  reme- 
dy— as  thefe  circmnilances  would  be 
applied  in  the  c  in. t  ruction  of  Che  law, 
it  might  be  well  to  examine  theai  mi- 
nutely in  framing  it  — tiie  (late  of 
things,  if  we  are  to  judge  from  the 
complexion  of  the  bill,  iriu'ft  be  thac 
a  number  of  aliens,  enjoying  the  pro- 
tection of  pur  government,  are  plot, 
ting  it*  dellruCtion  —that  the v  arc  en- 
gaged in  treafonablc  machinations  a- 
gainft  a  people  who  have  given  them 
an  afylum  and  fupport,  and  that  no 
prnvifion  is  found  to  provide  for  their 
CXpullion  and  rnjui.'huient.  If  things 
are  Co,  and  nc  remedy  exiiis  for  thr 
evil,  one  ought  fpeediiy  to  be  provi- 
ded,but  even  then,  it  mul*  be  a  reme- 
dy that  is  confident  with  the  conlh 
tutioc  under  which  we  act:—  for,  as 
by  that  inftrumeur,  all  powers  not  ex- 
prefsly  given  by  it  to  the  union,  are 
referved  by  the  Hates — ic  follows  that 
linlefi  an  exprefs  authority  can  be 
found,  veiling  us  w'tli  the  power,  be 
the  evil  ever  fo  great,  it  can  only  be 
remedied  by  the  feveral  Hares  who 
have  never  delegated  the  authority  to 
congrefs.  Hut  this  point  will  be  pre- 
fcntly  examined,  and  it  will  not  be 
a  difficult  talk  to  (hew  that  the  provi 
fions  of  this  bill  are  not  only  unau- 
thorized by  the  cotillitntion,  but  are 
in  direct  violation  of  its  fundamental 
principles  and  contradictory  to  fome 
of  its  moll,  exprefs  prohibitions  ;  at 
prefent  it  is  only  nceifary  to  afk,  whe- 
ther the  Hate  of  things  contemplated 
by  the  bill  has  any  exigence.  We 
mufl  legiflate  upon  fact*,  not  on  fur- 
miles — we  niufi  have  evidence,  not 
vague  fufpicions,  if  we  mean  to  legif- 
l  ite  with  prudence.  What  facts  have 
bern  produced  ?  WhaC  evidence  had 
been  fnbmitted  so  the  houfe  i  1  ha\e 
heard,  fir,  of  none  — but  if  evidence 


lead  it  might  have  been  expected  that 
reaUniabble  caule  of  fufpicion  fhould 
be  (hewn— here  again  gentlemen  were 
a;  tault— they  could  not  mew  even  a 
fufoition  why  thefe  aliens  ought  to  befuf- 
{"fled.  We  have,  indeed,  been  told, 
that  the  fate  of  Venice,  Switzerland 
and  liatavia,  was  produced  by  the  in- 
terference ot  foreigners.  But  the  in 
(lances  were  unfortunate  — becaufe  all 
t',;ofe  powers^had  been  overcome  by 
foreign  force,  or  divided  by  domed  ic 
faction,  not  by  aliens  who  relided  a 
aiong  them  ;  and  if  any  inftruction 
•vas  to  be  gained  from  thefe  republics, 
it  would  be,  tnat  we  ought  to  banilb 
not  the  aliens,  but  all  thole  citizen* 
who  did  not  approve  the  executive 

act  this  he  believed,  gentlemei. 

were  not  yet  ready  to  avow,  but  it 
this  meafure  prevailed,  he  (hould  MM 
think  the  other  very  remote  ;  but  it 
it  had  been  proved  that  thefe  govern 
.  ments  were  destroyed  by  the  conlpi 
,  raeies  of  aliens,  it  yet  remains  to  (hew 
that  we  are  in  the  fame  (ituation  ;  o; 
that  any  fuch  plots  have  been  detect 
ed,  or  are  even  reafonably  ("ufpectcu 
here.  Nothing,nf  tliis  kitid  has  been 
yet  done.  A  modern  f  hefeus,  indeed 
has  told  us  he  has  procured  a  clue* 
that  will  enable  him  to  penetrate  the 
labryntb,  and  d.  ftroy  this  monfler  ol 
feditiun.  \Y  ho  the  fair  Adriadne  is 
who  f*  kindly  gave  him  the  ball,  he 
has  not  revealed:  nor,  though  fevcial 
days  have  elapfed  (ince  he  undertook 
the  adventure,  has  he  yet  told  where 
the  monlter  lurks.  No  evidence  tiicn 
being  produced,  we  have  a  right  to 
Tay  that  none  cxiltt,  at-d  we  are  about 
to  lanction  a  mo|t  important  act,  and 
on  what  grounds?  our  individual  fuf- 
picions, one  private  fears,  our  over- 
heated imaginations.  Seeing  nothing 
to  excite  thofe  fufpicion*,  and  not  fee- 
ling th  >fe  tears,  I  could  not  give  my 
alien i  to  the  bill,  even  if  I  did  not  feel 
a  fugerlor  obligation  to  reject  ir  on 
other  grounds.  As  far  as  my  ebfer- 
s'ation  t;>>es,  I  have  feen  nothing  like 
the  Ihitc  of  things  contemplated  by 
the  bill.  Moll  of  the  aliens  i  have 
fee;i  were  either  triumphant  English- 
men or  Frencumen,  with  dejedtion  in 
their  countenances  and  grief  at  their 
hearts,  preparing  ru  quit  the  country 
and  feek  another  afylum.  But  if  thel  ? 
plots  exit— if  this  treafen  is  apparent 
— if  there  are  aliens  guilty  of  the 
crimes  afc.  ibed  to  them,  an  effectual 
remedy  prefents  itfclf  for  the  evil  j 
we  have  already  wite  laws,  we  have 
Upright  judges  and  vigilant  magi 
(Irates:  and  there  is  no  necedity  oi 
armirtg  the  executive  wirh  the  de- 
flruCtive  power  propofed  by  the  bill 
now  on  your  table — the  laws  now  in 
force  are  competent  to  pnnifli  every 
treafonable  or  feditious  attempt. 

Out  grant,  fir,  what  however  has 
not  been  fupported  by  fact,  grant 
that  thefe  fears  are  not  vmohary, 
that  the  dangers  are  imminent,  and 
that  no  exifting  law  is  futlicient  to  a 
vert  them  ;  let  us  examine  whttlier 
the  provifions  of  the  bill  are  confer, 
mablc  to  the  principles  of  the  conlli- 
tution  ;  if  it  (hould  be  found  to  con 
travene  them,  I  trull  it  will  h,fe  many 
of  its  prelent  fupporters  ;  but  it"  not 
-inly  contra -y  to  the  gcnetal  fpi;!' 
and  principle*  of  the  conftitneion,  it 
.'hould  alfo  be  found  diametrically  op 
polite  to  its  moll  exprefs  prohibitions, 
I  cannot  doubt  that  it  would  be  re 
jeited  wirh  that  indignant  decifio:. 
which  0111  duty  to  our  country,  and 
our  (acred  oath  demands. 

The  ffrft  fection  provides  that  it 
(ball  be  lawful  for  the  prclident  "to 
order  all  fach  aliens  as  he  fhall;,v/» 
Jahgjerout  to  the  pence  and  fafecy  oi 
the  United  States,  or  (hail  have  re.ifon. 


'Mr.  Harper  declared  in  the  houfe,  that 
we  had  rjot  hold  of  i-ert  .rin  thrnis  which  would 
e<i.,3ie,  fliui  \i  MYcai  a  conjpiiacj, 


able  grounds  tn  JtifpeCt  are  concerned  in 
any  treafonable  or  fecret  machinations  a- 
gainll  the  government  thereof,  to  de  ■ 
part  out  of  the  U.  States,  in  fuch  time  a., 
be  exprelfed  in  fuch  order.",  Our  go- 
vernment, fir,  is  founded  ot;  the  eltV 
blilhmcnt  of  thofe  principles  which 
co-ititute  the  diiference  between  a 
free  eenftitotion  ?nd  a  del'poric  pow- 
er; a  didribution  of  the  legillative, 
executive  and  judiciery  powers,  into 
feparate  h;nds,  a  diftribution  Ilrong 
ly  marked  in  the  three  rirft  ?nd  great 
divifions  of  the  conllitmion.  Hy  the 
nVft,al1  legiflative  power  is  ftven  to 
congrefs— the  fecond  vefts  all  execu- 
tive functions  in  the  piefident— and 
the  third  declares  that  the  judiciary 
power  fliall  be  exeicifcd  by  the  fu- 
preine  and  inferior  courts;  —  hf  rr  is 
a  divifion  of  the  gbvefntfifntal  pow- 
ers llrongly  marked,  decifivcly  pro- 
nounced, and  every  act.  of  one  or  all 
>t  thebraiKhea  that  tends  to  confound 
hefe  powers,  or  alter  this  arrange 
■nent,  muft  be  deltruCtive  of  the  con 
ditution  —  examine  then,  fir.  the  bill 
on  your  t^ble,  and  clethre  vhe'l'rr 
the  few  lines  I  have  repeated  from 
the  firff  feCtion  do  not  confound  thefe 
fundamental  power*  of  g«>» ernment , 
veil  them  all  in  the  melt'  unqualified 
terms  in  one  hand,  and  thus  tubvert 
the  Infis  on  which  otir  liberties,  rell. 

Legiflativ-  power  prefenbes  the  rule 
of  action  ;— the  judiciary  tpplics  that 
general  rule  to  particular  cates  ;— and 
It  is  the  province  of  the  e^ccutite  t< 
fee  that  the  laws  are  carried  into  full 
elfect.  Jn  all  f  1  ee  governments  thefe 
po  *  et  are  exercif-d  by  different  mm, 
and  their  union  in  the  Tame  hand  is 
the  peculiar  charac'teriltic  of  delpOr- 
ifm  :  if  the  fame  power  that  makej. 
Hie  law  can  contlrne  it  to  fast  hit  in- 
erelt  and  apply  it  to  uratit'y  his  ven- 
geance, il  he  can  go  further  and  ex 
ecute,  eccording  to  his  own  pafiions, 
the ,  judgment  which  he  himfclfhas 
pronounced  upon  his  own  conftructi 
on  of  laws  wltich  he  alone  has  made  ; 
whet  other  features  are  ranted  to 

complete  the  picture  of  tyrannv  ?  . 

Yet,  all  this  and  more  is  propefed  to  be 
done  by  this  act :  by  it  the  president 
alone  is  empowered  to  make  the  law, 
to  fix  in  bis  own  mind  what  acts,  what 
words,  what  thoughts  or  looks,  lhall 
conftiiute  the  crime  contemplated  by 
the  bill  •  that  v.,  the  crime  of  being 
"  fufpected  to  be  dangerous  to  the 
peace  and  fafcty  of  the  United  States." 
He  is  not  only  authorized  to  make  this 
law  for  his  own  conduct,  but  to  vary 
it  at  pleafure,  as  every  gull  of  paflion, 
every  cloud  of  fufpicion,  (hall  agitate 
or  darken  his  mind  ; — the  fa  are  pwW- 
er  that  formed  the  law  then  applies 
it  to  the  guilty  or  innocent  victim, 
whom  his  own  fufpicions  or  the  fcci  ct 
whifper  cf  n  fpy  have  defignated  as 
its  object :  — the  prrfident  then  hav- 
ing made  the  law,  — the  pre(;dent  ha- 
ving  confidered  and  applied  it,— the 
Tame  prrfident  il  by  the  bill  authori- 
sed to  execute  his  feme-nre,  in  cafe  of 
difobedience,  by  i:r  pi  ifonment,  du- 
ring his  pleafure.  This,  then,  comes 
completely  within  the  clefii.i.ion  ot 
.lefporif.n  :  an.  union  of  legiiia;  li 
executive  and  judicial  poweiSi  Bui 
this  bill,  fir,  does  not  flop  here:  its 
pro*ilions  are  a  refinement  upon  del" 
pnrifm,  and  prefent  on  Image  of  the 
moll  fearful  tyranny.  Even  in  def 
potifms,  though  the  monarch  legif- 
!ates,  judges  and  executes,  yet  he  It- 
giflates  openly,  his  laws,  though  op- 
prefEve,  are  known,  they  precede  the 
offence,  and  every  man  who  rhoofes 
may  avoid  the  penalties  of  difobedi- 
ence. Yet  he  judges  and  executes  by 
proxy  and  his  private  interelt  or  paifi- 
ons  do  not  inflame  the  mind  of  his 
deputy. 

But  here  thr  law  is  clofely  concealed 
in  the  fame  mind  that  gave  it  birth— 
the  crime  is  ««  exciting  the  fufpicions 
of  the  pielident^"— but  no  man  can 


tell  what  conduct  v/il!  avoid  that  fufc 
picion— a  carelel's  word,  perhaps  nnf- 
reprefented  or  never  lpoken,  may  be 
luuicient  evidence— a  look  may  de- 
(trpy— an  idlegefture  may  infure  port* 
lihment—tto  innocence  can  protect-— 
no  ciicumfpectioh  can  avoid  tiicjea- 

louly  of  fufpicion  ihtrolt tided  l  y 

ij>ies,  informers  and  all  that  n,iau-ous 
herd  which  fatten  under  l.ms  like 
this.  The  unfortunate  Hrai  ger  will 
never  know  either  ot  the  law,  of  the 
accusation,  or  of  the  judgment  until 
the  moment  it  is  put  in  e xeci.tion— he 
will  dctcll  your  tyranny ,  and  fly  from 
a  land  of  delators,  intjuifitOri  and 
(pics. 

I  hia,  fir,  is  a  refinement  of  the  de- 
tcftable  conlrivance  cf  the  decemvirs  ? 
they  hung  the  tables  of  ti.eir  laws  fc» 
ugh,  that  few  could  read  them  ;  a, 
tall  man,  howeveit,  might:  reach)  a 
Jhort  one  might  climb  and  ham  their 
contents,  bur  here  the  law  it  cquRUy 
inaccelhble  to  high  an.l  low;  fikfely 
concealed  in  the  breall  of  its  anthoi  ; 
no  i.idultry  or  caution  can  penetrate 
'his  recess  and  attain  a  knowledge  ct* 
:ts  provijions  ;  nor  even  it  they  could, 
as  the  rule  is  not  permanent,  v.  onld 
it  at  all  nvail.  Ci 
HaVing>fh<  v  r,  thtt  this  ad  is  at  war 

with  the  ttnoamcntal  principles  of 
It  ' ' -t eminent,  \  might  (lop  here  irt 
ihr  certain  hope  of  its  rejec  tion.  But 
1  can  do  more  :  unlets  we  are  refolved 
to  pertert  the  meaning  of  terms,  I 
can  fhev  bhat  the  constitution  has  en- 
deavored to  «  make  its  furct^  dohhltt 
Uiie,  and  t;.kc  a  bond  of  fate!'  by  fe- 
veralexptefi  prohibit! ofii  eafhrea 
-ike  that  you  now  contemplate  One 
of  th-fe  is  contained  in  the  9th  f.  Cti- 
on  of  the  firfl  article,  it  is  at  the  head 
of  the  anicfes  which  rcl!  lifts  the  pow- 
ers of  cor  grefs,  and  declares,  thac 
"migration  or  iiuficrtation  of  fur  U 
peMoba  as  any  of  the  Hates  (hall  think 
proper  to  admit,  h.all  not  be  pi  ohiint- 
ed  prior  to  the  year  1  F08."

accufers,"  be  is  ke^t  aiike  ignorant 
of  t!  ;ir  nar.ies  and  their  exiftence, 
and  even  ,the  forms  of  a  trial  being 
difpenfed  with,  it  would  be  a  mocke- 
ry to  talk  of"  pi-beefs  for  wirnefles" 
or  the  "afliftuace  of  counle!  for  his 
defence/'  'j  bus  are  all  the  barriers 
Which  the  wifdom  and  humanity  of 
our  cuiitry  had  placed  between  accn- 
fed  innocence  and  oppreliive  power  at 
once  forced  and  broke  down.  Not  a 
yeftige  oven  of  their  form  remains. 
jn'j  indictment,— no  jury,— no  trial, — 
nbpoblic  proceedure,— no ftatement  of 
the  ac  :nfaiion—  v.o  examination  of  the 
witoefles  in  his  funport, — no  counfel 
for  liis  defence  :— all  is  darknefs,  fi- 

lence,  niyllery  and  fufpicion  !  

£ut,  as  if  this  were  not  enough,  t  fie . 
unfortunate  victims  of  thtt  law  are 
to)<!  in  the  ncy.t  'ei^ion,  that  if  tiicy 
c.-iii  convince  the  prefident  that  Ilia 
fufpicidns  aic  nnfonnded,  he  may,  n 
he pleafej,  give  them  a  Heenfe  to  Hay  ; 
buj  how  remove  his  fufpicions,  when 
the\-  know  not  on  what  act  they  were 
founded  ?  How  take  proof  to  con- 
vince him,  when  he  is  not  hourd  to 
furnifh  tliat  on  which  he  proceed?  ? 
Llifeiab'e  mcckery  of  Jultice  !  Ap- 
point an  arbitrary  judge,  armed  with 
iegiflauveond  executive  powers  ad- 
ded to  hj» own  I  l  et  him  condemn  the 
nniieard,  the  unaccufed  object  ol  his 
fufpicion,  and  then  to  cover  the  in- 
jufl'ce  of  the  l'cent,  gravely  tell  him  J 
you  ought  not  to  cow  plain  |  you  need 
Unly  dilprbye  th"  fat!is  that  you  have 
juv'er  lie.ird,  remove  fufpicions  that 
h?ve  oeii-r  been  communicated  to 
yo'!.  ir  wiM  be  eafy  to  convince  your 
judge  whom  you  WUl  not  reproach, 
that  be  is  tyrannical  and  uujuft  ;  and 
yfien  you  have  done  this,  we  give 
j  the  power  he  had  before,  to  par- 
don yea  if  he  pleafes. 

So  obvtQiifly  do  the  conititutional 


objeclirnr  prerent  themfelvcg,  that 

iheir  cxiltence  cannot  be  denied,  ami 
two  wretched  fvtbterfuges  are  rcloi  ted 
to,  to  remove  them  out  of  light.  Fii  lt, 
it  is  faid  the  bill  does  r.ot  contemplate 
the  pvnijfcment  of  any  a  ipte.  an<l  there- 
fore the  provifionsin  the  conititution, 
relative  to  criminal  proceedings  and 
judiciary  powers,  do  not  apply.  But 
have  the  gentlemen  who  nrfon  thus, 
read  the  bill,  o.- is  every  thing  forgot- 
ten in  our  zealous  hurry  to  pal's  it  ? 
What  are  the  ofFerices  upon  which  it 
is  to  operate  ?  Nov,  only  the  bffcnCC 
of  being  "  fufpei'ted  to  be  dangtrous 
to  the  to  the  peace  ahjd  fafety  of  the 
United  States,'  but  alio  that  of  being 
"co'iccined  inany  tredfoMile  or  fe- 
cret  machinatihns  againll  the  ^<jvcm- 
merit  thereof.'*  And  this,  we  are  told, 
is  no. crime  )  A  Itreojotthlte  machina- 
tion againll  government,  is  not  the 
fubjeCt  of  .criminal  juri.fprudence ! 
Good  Heaven!  To  what  abl.irditics 
does  an  over  zealous  attachment  to 
particular  meafures,  lead  ns  !  In  ord- 
er to  pqnifh  a  particular  a^t,  we  are 
forced  to  fay  that  tieafon  is  no  crime, 
and  that  plotting  agaijld  our  own  go- 
vcinmcnt  is  no  olfcnce.  And  to  hip- 
pott  th:3  iiue  hypoihelis,  we  ai  e  obli- 
ged 10  plunge  deeper  in  abfuidity. 
and  fay,  that  as  the  acls  fpoken  of  in 
the  bill,  aie  no  ciimes,  fo  the  penalty 
contained  in  it  is  no  ptiu'jhwpit — it  is 
only  a  prevention,  that  is  to  fay,  w  c  in- 
v  it*  Itrahget-s  to  came  among  us,  w  e 
chclare  foicmnly,  that  government 
fhajl  not  have  the  power  to  prevent 
theni— we  e:Mice  them  over  by  cielu- 
five  p>  dpe.is  ol  advantage— iu  many 
pans  ol  the  union  we  permit  them  to 
hold  lands,  and  ;;ive  tJiem  other  ad 
vantagelj  while  they  are  watting  for 
the  period  at  which  we  have pr^fijfed 
a  full  porticipatiiM)  ol  all  our  rights—- 
An  unlortiuiate  li.-a.nge r,  dilgiuled 
with  tyranny  at  home,  'thinks  he  (nail 
Rod  freedom  here— he  accepts  your 
conditions— he  pots  faith  in  your  pro- 
mifes— lie  veils  his  whole  property  in 
your  hands— he  has  ctiiiolved  his  for 
met  connexions,  and  made  your  coun- 
try his  own. 

Hvt,  while  he  is  patiently  waiting 
the  expiration  of  the  period  that  is  to 
crown  the  work,  and  entitle  him  to 
all  the  rights  of  a  citizen— the  tale  of 
a  damfcllic  fpy,  or  the  fulpicions  of 
the  preiident— and,  unheard,  be  is  or- 
dered to  quit  the  fpot  which  lie  1=- 
lected  for  ins  retreat,  liie  countiy  he 
had  chofen  fcr  his  own,  perhaps  the 
family  which  was  his  only  confolation 
in  life— he  is  ordered  to  retire  to  a 
country  whole  government,  irritated 
by  a  renunciation  of  its  authority,  will 
receive  only  'o  punifli  bim  ;  and  all 
this,  we  are  ferioiilly  told,  is  na  pun- 
ijhmeul.  ,       ;fi:  i 

Again,  we  arc  told,  that  the  confli- 
tutional  compact  was  made  between 
citizens  only  ;  and  that  thereto  a  its 
provilions  were  not  intended  to  ex- 
tend to  alios  ;  and  that  this  acl,  op- 
erating only  on  them,  is  therefore 
not  forbidden  by  the  conftitution. 
But,  uforiunately,  neither  common 
la,w,  common  jultice,  nor  the  practice 
of  any  civilized  nation,  will  permit 
this  diltiinftion  :  it  is  an  acknowledg- 
ed principle  of  the  common  law,  the 
authority  of  which  is  ellablilhed  here, 
ihat  alien  friends  (and  permit  me 
opferve,  that  they  are  fuch  only,  who  1 
aie  contemplated  by  this  bill,  .or  we 
have  another  before  u6  to  fend  od' ali- 
en enemies)  reliding  among  us,  are 
ej, titled  to  the  protection  of  otir  laws. 
/}nd  that  during  their  refidence,  they 
owe  a  temporary  allegience  to  our 
government.  If  they  are  accufed  of 
violating  this  allegience,  the  fame 
laws  that  interpofe  in  the  cafe  ot  a 
citizen,  inuft  determine  the  the  truth 
of  the  acctpfation,  and  if  found  guilify, 
they  are  liable  to  the  fame  punilh- 
mei)tj,this  rule  is  confonant  to  the 
principles  of  common  jullice  ;  for, 
who  would  ever  relort  to  another 
country,  if  he  alone  was  marked  out 
t  as  the  object  of  arbitrary  power  ?  It 
I  is  equally  unfortunate  too,  for  this 
argument,  that  the  conllilution  ex- 
prtllly  excludes  any  idea  of  thi^dif- 
tinc'tiori  it  fpeaks  of  all  "judicial 
power"— all  "trials  for  crimes"— all 
"criminal  profecutions"— all  "per- 
iods acctifed."  No  diflint^ion  be 
trveen  citizen  and  alien;  between 
high  or.low;  friends  or  oppofers  oi 
rlie  execatiVe  pov^er  ;  republican  and 
royalill.  All,  all  are  entitled  to  the 
fame  equal  diltiibution  of  jullice,  to 
the  fame  hum?ne  pcovilions to  proteCt 
their  innocence  ;  all  are  liable  to  the 
fame  puniihmerit  that  awaits  their 
jruilt.  How  comes  it  too,  if  the  con- 
llitutional  provifions  were  intended 
for  the  fafety  of  the  citizen  only, 


|  that  bnr  coiihsiii.  i?c  rr»ly  est  end  them 
to  all,  and  ihat  w e  nev ei  hear  it  en 
quired  w  liether  (he  accufed  is  a  CU)Z<  n 
beloie  we  give  hiin  a  public  trial  by 
jury. 

bo  manifift  do  thefe  violations  ol 
thecoidtiii.tk>n  appeal  to  me,  lo  fu- 
tilethe  arguments  in  their  .dele  iu  e, 
that  they  pi  el's  ferioufly  upo^i  my  mind 
and  (ink  it  even  to  defpol •de'-vy  -  ttiei 
have  been  fo  glaring  to  my  i:r der- 
ftanding  that  1  have  felt  it  my  duty  to 
fptak  of  them  in  a  manner  that  may 
perhaps,  give  off  ence  to  men  1  ellecm, 
and  who  feem  to  think  differently  on 
that  fubjef't— none  Jliiiw ever  1  can  al- 
fure  them  is  intended. 

1  have  feen  meafures  carried  in  this 
honfe  which  1  thought  militated  a- 
gainA  the  fpitit  of  the  rpnltitution— 
but  never  before  have  1  been  witnefs 
to  fo  open,  fo  war  ton  and  Uftdifguifed 
an  attack,  i  hav c-  jiow  d<»ne,  fir,  v\  ith 
the  act,  and  come  to  centner  the  con 
fequences  of  its  opperaticn  — 

One  of  the  melt  ferious  has  been  an- 
titipated  when  1  defcijW^  the  blow  it 
would  gi\ e  to  the  conllituticn  of  our 
country — we  Ihould  cat.lh.ufly  beware 
oflhe  fnHact  of  violation;  habitu- 
ated to  oveihap  its  bounds,  \vebe- 
rome  familiarized  to  the  guilt  and 
difiegaid  the  danger  of  4  ieeood  of- 
itiice- until  pi  oceedmg  from  or  e  un- 
authoiizcd  aft  to  another,  we  at  length 
tlnow  offall  rejtraints  which  cur  con- 
ltitution  has  impofed— And  veiy  foon 
not  even  the  femblance  of  its  ici  m  will 
remain. 

Put  if  regard  If  Is  of  otir  duty  as  i  iti- 
z.c.13,  and  our  folcmn  obligations  as 
t  eprofentatives.  legardlefs  of  the 
lights  of  our  co:diituer:ts— rct>  ai  diets 
i  f  every  faoifiion  human  and  divi.ie  — 
if  we  are  ready  to  violate  the  ccr.lHtu- 
tion  we  have  (worn  to  defend— w  ill  tht 
ptcple  fubmfi  to  our  unautho: izc-ei 
acts?  W  il!  the  dates  function  our  n- 
furped  j>ower  ?  §ir,  tbey  ought  not  to 
fubmit— they  w  cu!d  deferve  the  chains 
which  thefe  mc^fui <r.i  ti e  fofging  for 
them,  :f  they  did  not  refill.  For  let 
no  man  vainly  imagine  that  the  evil 
is  to  Hop  here,  that  a  few  unprotected 
a.tieni  onH  arc  to  be  affected  by  this  in- 
qiiilitorial  power:  the  fame  argu- 
ments w  hich'  enforce  thofe  provlublis  a- 
aga'nul  aliensapply  with  equal  (Irengtn 
to  enac'ting  theui  in  the  eaje  of  citi- 
zens :  the  citizen  lies  no  other  pro- 
tection for  his  perforal  fecurity  that  I 
ki:ow  againll  la Wa  like  this  :  than  the 
human  provifioiis  1  have  cited  from 
the  conftitution  ;  but  all  thefe  apply 
iii  conifnon  to  tlie  ritizen  and  the 
ft  ringer  :  "  sill  cntms"  ari  to  be  til- 
ed by  jury—  '•  l,o  f  er/ijt"-  ftia.H  held

his  gates  ;  if,  therefore,  this  f^.uiity 
is  violated  in  one  inftance,  w  hat  pledge 
have  we  that  it  will  not  irt  tl.'e  othci  I 
The  fame  ploo  of  nerefiity  will  jidli- 
fy  Both.  Litiier  tjie  offences  defcribed 
in  the  set  are  crimes,  or  they  are  not. 
If  hey  are  then,  all  the  humane  prcvi- 
fiona  of  the  conflitutich  forbid  the 
mode  of  punching  or  preventing  them 
equally  as  relates  to  aliens  and  csti- 
zens.  If  they  are  not  crimes,  then  the 
citizen  has  no  more  fafety  by  the  con- 
ft  Station  than  the  alien  has  ,  for  all 
thofe  provisions  apply  only  to  crimes. 
i>o  tiiat  in  either  event,  the  citizen  has 
the  lame  rea/bO  to  expeCt  a  Jinular  law 
to  the  one  now  before  you  ;  which 
fubjeifts  his  perfon  to  the  uncontrouled 
delpotifm  of  afingle  man. 

Yoi'  have  already  been  told  of  plots, 
confpiracies,  and  all  the  fiightfnl  i- 
mages  that  were  nccellary  to  keep  np 
the  prefent  fyllem  of  terror  and  alarm 
were  pre  fen  ted  to  you  :  but  who  were 
implicated  by  thefe  dark  hints— thefe 
uijtterious  allnfions  ■ — They  were 
our  own  citizens,  fir,  not  aliens  ;  if 
rhere  is  then  any  neceflity  for  the  fy- 
llem now  propofed,  it  is  more  necef

It  will  never,  1  trail 
be  extinct,  while  there  is  a  proper 
caule  to  excite  it  :  but  the  people  of  A.  - 
nicrica,  fir,  though  wa*ahtul  agaii.lt 
foreign  aggrefllon  arc  not  carelefs  of 
domeltic  encroachment  ;  tliey  are  as 
jeal  m»',  fir,  of  their  liberties  nt  home, 
as  of  the  power  and  prolperity  of  their 
country  abroad  :  they  will  awake  to 
a  fenfe  of  their  danger  ;  do  not  let  us 
fla-.ter  ourfehe3,  then,  that  theie  mci- 
fnres  will  be  unobl'erved  or  difregar- 
ded.

docte  rsafperaterl  at  thefe  proceed- 
ings, had,  before  thefe  advices  left 
Vienna,  given  notice  to  the  court,  of 
I'  his  determination  to  qaii  that  plr.ee, 
and  repair  immediately  to  Paris,  for 
tin?  purpofc  of  laying  his  complaint 
before  the  Directorv.

Captain 
Decatur  left  his  ihip  at  New-CafMe, 
and  brought  this  intelligence  to  town 
Capt.  D.  after  he  had  got  to  fea  on 
Saturday  morning,  met  the  (hip  Alex- 
ander Hamilton,  from  New-Vork  to 
Baltimore',  the  capt.  of  which  infor- 
med him  that  he  had  bztn  plundered 
by  a  French  privateer,  and  gave  him 
directions  what  courfe  fhe  had  lleered. 
Capt.  D.  immediately  went  in  fearch 
of  her,  and  foon  got  in  fight  of  four 
feh  loners,  but  not' knowing  which 
wa>  the  armed  fchooner  that  he  had 
revived  ini'orauuon.  of,  he  thought 


it  belt  to  fland  off  as  if  he  was  a  mer- 
chantman and  alarmed  at  what  might 
b^  armed  vellels. 

The  manoeuvre  had  the  intended 
effect,  for  the  armed  fchooner  gave 
her  chafe  until  fhe  difcovered  the  De- 
laware to  be  a  veiled  of  force,  when 
(he  attempted  to  (beer  oft  and  get  in 
km  I,  where  fhe  fuppofed  C:e  1'iould 
be  fafe,  (taking  the  Delaware  fiir  an 
Englifh  veil'el  of  war,)  but  (he  was  o- 
bliged  to  furrender,  after  a  pretty 
long  cliafe  to  the  Delav.  are,  and  fe- 
vera!  fhot  bei;ig  fired  at  her.  This 
privateer  is  a  new  \cflel,  faid  tc1  have 
been  built  at  Baltimore.  She  failed 
from  Cape  Francois  on  the  19th  of 
June,  and  has  been  on  our  coalt  only 
two  dcys,  during  which  lime  fhe  has 
captured  the  (hip  Liberty,  cr.pt.  Vre. 
denberg,  which  failed  a  lew  dSyi 
from  this  port  for  Liverpool.  The 
velfcl  was  lent  to  the  Well -Indies, 
and  the  captain  and  crew  of  the  Li- 
berty were  put  on  board  a  veftel 
bound  for  Bollcn.  This  privateer  had 
alio  taken  an  Englifh' brig. 

We  are  informed  that  John  D.  13  uric 
md  Dr.  James  Smith,  have  been  ar- 
retted ii  New- York,  lorn  libel  againft 
the  preli  lent  of  the  United  States, 
piibliihed  in  the  Time-Piece.  Their 
bail  are  Colonel  II  utgei  s,  Aaron  Burr, 
and  Peter  II.  Livingfton. 

A  letter,  dated  Dublin,  May  12th,
